Hereas:the Office of Þot-maſter-General hath been Erected by Act of Parliament in the Twelfth year ol Bis Majeſties 
=> Reign, and the well ozdering thereof is thereby declared to be a matter of general concernment, and of great advantage, 
as wellfo: pꝛelervation of Trade and Connnerce, oꝛ otherwiſe : And whereas alſo the greateſt part of the Revenue and 

„ Pzofits thereby ariſing, is by one other Act ot Parliament in the Fifteenth year of His Majeſties Reign;-Gzanted'and Al⸗ 
, ligned by His Majeſty unto His moſt entireip beloved Brother James Duke of York, foz and towards his Maintenance 
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al Divers of Stage-Ceaches, Haglers, andſuch like perſons, That they pꝛelume not in any kind, o2 upon any pꝛetence whatlocver, to in⸗ 
termeddle with the conveyance and delivery of any Letters as afozeſaid ; but that they do from time to time refuſe all ſuch Letters which 
Wall ve lo tendꝛed to them. And His Majeſty doth allo Charge and Command all Maſters of Ships, Wourlers and Mariners, That they 
pꝛelume not to carry any Ship letters, other then the Letters ok Merchants, Owners, and Maſters, beyond the firſt Poſt⸗ſtage to which 
they (hall arrive in Eagland. And ik any Carriers, Dꝛivers of Stage⸗coaches, Haglers, Paſters of Ships, Purlers, oz other Mariners 
(hall be found carrying of Letters untawfully, oz in any other manner, they (hall incur His Majeſties high diſpleaſure, and ſuffer the utmoſt 
penalty which can be inflicted upon ſuch as tail be found to have bzoken His Majeſties Laws, and to be wilkul contemners of His Royal Com⸗ 
mand. And mozeover, all Letters whatſoever ſent o2 conveyed by ſuch clandeſtine and indirect wayes, and by perſons not lawfully Auths- 
rized, (hall be lookt upon as Letters of dangerous conſequence, and fall accoꝛdingly ve ſeized and bꝛought to one of His MajeſtiesPzincipal 
Secretaries of State, oꝛ to ſome one 02 moꝛe of the Lords of His Majeſties molt Honourable Peivy Council, to the end the ſame may be 
opened and inſpected, and the perſons conveying oꝛ lending them may be pꝛoceeded againſt accoꝛding to Law; And foz the bettererecution of 
His Majeſties Command, and as a means to ſecure the Revenue arifing by the laid Office, His Majeſty will cauſe ſuch Dearchers, Waiters, 
and other Officers to be appointed in all convenient places, as may be fit and pꝛoper foꝛ the diſcovery of ſuch pꝛactiles, and carrying ſuch Let- 
ters, to be ſeized, and ſuch offenders names to be certified ; And in the mean time His Majeſty doth: ſtrictly Charge and Command all Mapy⸗ 
025, Sheriffs, Juſtices of Peace, Conſtables, Bapliffs, Searchers ok His Majeſties Pozts, and all other His Officers and Miniſters what- 
ſoever within their ſeveral Jurisdictions and Offices from time to time, to mike diligent ſearch foꝛ all Mailes, Buggets and Baggs in any 
Ship, Ueſſel, Waggon, Coach, o2 other unlawful oz unlicenſed: Carriage, and all luch Letters which they find to be conveyed oz carri⸗ 
ed contrary to Law, to ſeize and lend up to one of His Majeities pzincipal Secretaries of State, oz to ſome one oꝛ moꝛe of the Loꝛds of His 
Majeſties Pꝛivy Council, together with the names of the pertons ofend:ng, to the end ſuch further pzoceeding may ve had as fall be found 
agreeable to the Laws and Statutes of the Realm, And that no man hereaftet may complain foz. want of a ſetled Poſt in oꝛ near particu- 
lar by-Towns o2 Places lying on the Poſt-Road, which complaint hath hitherto been made the ercule oz pꝛetence koꝛ lending and carrying of 
Letters by other indirect and unlawful conveyances, His Majelty doth hereby allo Require and Command the Poſt⸗maſter⸗general foz the 
time being, That upon oꝛ befoze the 29 day of September next, to take effectual care foꝛ the conveyance of all by⸗Letters, by eſtabliſhing Coꝛ⸗ 
reſpondencies at the leaſt charge and greateſt eaſe that may be, to the Countrey, in all conſiderable Parket-Towns, with the nert adjacent 
Polt-ltages: And that he cauſe a Map oz Card thereof to be fozthwith Pꝛinted, to the end that all His Majeſties Subjects may know where 
and to what place to addꝛels their reſpective Letters. And His Majeſty doth further Charge and Command all and every perſon oz per⸗ 
ſons; other then the Poſt-malſter-general foꝛ the time being, his Deputies oꝛ Alligns,. That they pzeſume not to pꝛepare oz pꝛovide any 
Poꝛles oꝛ Furniture to let to hire unto> 02 in all oꝛ any the thzough-Poſts, and perſons riding Poſt by Commiſſion oꝛ without, to and from 
all and every the parts and places of England, Scotland and Ireland, Where any Polſt-Rodes are o2 (hall be letled and eſtabliſhed, unleſs the 
Poſt-maſter-ceneral, his Deputies oꝛ Aſſigns lhall firlt fail to pzovide and furnilh the perſon oz perſons lo riding Poſt, with ſufficient Hoꝛles 
and Furniture, within the ſpace ol halk an hour affer demand thereof made, as they will anſwer the contrary at their perils. |
